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Apollo Sweeping Closer To Moon Orbit

SPACE CENTER. Houston 
(AP) — The men of ApoUo 11— 
their lunar orbit only hours 
ju'ay_inspected Friday the 
fracde spacecraft called Easjc 
and found it ready for man s 
lirsl landing on the moon. 

Neil A. Armstrong and Air 
Force Col. Edwin E. Aldrin Jr: 
crawled through a tunnel into 
the moon lander and found the 
small spacecraft undamaged by 
the buffeting of launch and its 
long space journey. 

T^e inspection—.'ccn on earth 
during the longest telecast c\er 
beamed from space—came as

.Apollo n goes into an orbit of 
the moon at 1 26 p.m. EDT Sa¬ 
turday. 

Armstrong and his cre« mates 
had to delay the start of Iheir 
nine-hour real period for more 
than an hour past the 9:32 p m. 
lEDTi scheduled starling time. 

An attempt to pul the space¬ 
craft into a stable spin—called 
paaaivc thermal control-failed 
and a second attempt had to be 
made. It was successful. Flight 


controllers couldn't determine 
immediately why the first at¬ 
tempt failed. 

The spacecraft must be spun 
three revolutions an hour to 
equalize on all sides the intense 
tk’Bt radiating from the sun 

The crew will awaken Satur- 
dav with the moon only 25.000 
miles away and only seven 
hours before their moon orbit 
begins. 

Although there was no dam¬ 
age to the lunar module. Arm¬ 
strong did notice that a boom 
supporting an exterior light on 
the command module had been 
charred, apparently during 


launch This light »s used only U 
some malfunction should force 
the crew to transfer ouuide the 
spacecraD in darkness from the 
lunar module to the command 
module. It has no use if the mis¬ 
sion goes as planned, and mis¬ 
sion control termed the dam¬ 
aged tnsignificani 
The 96-romotc telecast started 
alter .Air Force Lt. Col. Michael 
Collins, the third crewman, 
asked if mission control w|nled 
some "free telex ision." mean¬ 
ing unscheduled 
Although surprised, control 
quickly agreed and Collins 
turned on the color camera. 


Aldrtn earned th'e camera 
with him into the lunar module 
and Armstrong followed him a 
few mmulM later. It was their 
first chance to check the condi¬ 
tion of the moon machine since 
before launch on Wednesdax 
Earlier in the day. space offi¬ 
cials m Houston announced they 
had been told by a Russian
